The video recording Animal Super Mix II is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication promotes and supports bestiality. The video recording contains a 
compilation of scenes, each of which explicitly depicts women and men engaged in 
sexual acts with animals. The dissemination of material of this nature strengthens the 
idea of such activity. By making such acts and ideas seem accessible and sexually 
stimulating, bestiality is encouraged. 

A classification of "objectionable" places a limit on the right to the freedom of 
expression as set out in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, in 
relation to this publication, the classification is considered to be a reasonable limit 
prescribed by law that can be demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society. 
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
